Suppofe thefe poor People difpers’d, and 
by the Accidents of their Employment, as 
by Services cr Securities of fingle Perfons, 
which may after he infufficient, they get 
Footing among our. Farifhes, and afcer 
come to Diftrefs, then they fall to ‘the Pa- 
rifhes, and raif= a juft and an univerfal Cla-_ 
mour Gpori us, Not wpon them, tho’ they'll 
fee] the worft of it. 

Again, when difpers'd to work, but left 


without Legal Settlement, aad chat Work 


or Employment fails, whit will become of 
them ? Ifthey fall into Want, or Sicknefs, 


and Diftrefs, the Parifhes won’t help them, 


they cannot belp themfelves 5 if they can’t 
work, they perifh; if they can, your Poor 
will rabble and abufe them, and not let 


them work--They muft either come back 


to the QUEEN, which is leaving them 
juft where you find them, and doing no- 
thing, or they muft turn Vagabond, and 
fil us with Beggars, and that fuch as You 
cannot by Law pafs from Pface to Place, or 
Perifh, and be ftarv'd in your Streets., 

Thefe are the Difficulties and Negatives 
of the propos’d fetrling thefe People; Ifhall 
offer at fome farther Bxpedient in this Cafe 
in my next.
